Sentencing has been delayed for Didsbury’s Daniel 
Charles Haskett, charged with torturing his family dog 
last October. 

Wednesday’s sentencing hearing was postponed 
pending pre-sentence and psychiatric reports that 
were not yet completed. 

Preparation of the documents were not ready 
because Haskett failed to meet with his probation offi¬ 
cer and was late for his appointment with a psychia¬ 
trist, causing the delay, according to crown prosecutor 
Marta Juzwaik. 


During Wednesday’s 
hearing, 19-year-old 
Haskett told the court he 
had a job interview the 
day he was scheduled to 
meet with the probation 
officer. 

Provincial Court Judge 
Ian Kirkpatrick told 
— Haskett his priorities 

Daniel Haskett seem to be “mixed up.” 

Judge Kirkpatrick ordered $1,000 no deposit bail 
with the conditions that Haskett report to the 
Didbsury RCMP detachment once a week and to his 


probation officer as required. 

If he fails to attend those meetings, Haskett could be 
forced to pay the $1,000 and Juzwaik said her office 
will seek his detainment awaiting sentencing. 

Sentencing has been rescheduled for October 17 in 
Didsbury Provincial Court, one year from when the 
crime was committed. 

Haskett’s lawyer Mark Takada said he hopes his 
client will receive a conditional sentence order, which 
would allow him to serve his sentence in the commu¬ 
nity. 

Haskett pleaded guilty in May to animal cruelty for 
the torture of Daisy Duke, a lab-collie cross owned by 
his brother. 
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Permits to resolve overflow parking problem

Didsbury Town Council has responded to residents who 
have voiced concerns over issues with Didsbury I ligh School 
students (larking in front of their residences. 

Council approved the recommendation for parking permits 
for residents of Mary Place, Walter Place, ;uul portions of 
16th avenue and 17th Avenue. 

“It’s the responsibility of Chinook’s Edge to properly 
provide parking for their students," said Deputy Mayor Brian

“When a school is developed or built they are not supposed 
to have a negative impact on the neighbourhood." 

Which, according to council, hasn't lx>en the case. 
Complaints have ranged from blocked driveways to stu¬ 
dents rolling waste bins out of the way for additional parking 
space, resulting in the residence not having their garbage 
pickl'd up that week. 

A similar permit system was issued in the neighbourhood 
of the former high school when’ six houses wen’ affected, 


compared to the now 70 homes under a pcnnit system. 

Those parked on the affected streets during school hours 
that don’t have a |)ermit displayed in their windshield will lx 1 
subject to a warning or fine. 

“We need to look after the needs of our residents,” said 
Wittal, suggesting Chinook’s Edge School Division look into 
providing additional parking space for students. 

“There is plenty of land that Is not being utilized that they 
can certainly do something with." 

Chinook’s Edge School Division Superintendent Jim 
Gibbons says it should be a joint venture. 

“I-ooking at Sundre, the town has accommodated student 
parking themselves in a joint venture on town owned land," 
he said. 

“But it also serves the public during fanners’ market 
events." 

Gibbons says finding the line becomes a challenge. 

“You could say the same thing about senior citizens halts or 
the arena, If the parking lot gets full, whose’ responsibility is 
it to handle the overflow?” he asked. 

“Generally shaking, I think it’s a joint responsibility.” 


Gibbons also mentions property size as a challenge. 

“Didsbury Lsa little bit unique in that the footprint for most 
of our high schools would be 20 acres and Didsbury Ls 15 
acres. There isn’t as much land there as there would normal¬ 
ly Ih‘," he said. 

The site was a tricky one because we had to acquire that 
land through purchase when normally the town would 
allocate the reserve." 

“We couldn’t accommixlate a lot more parking on site 
because we didn’t get the size of property that we needed and 
that’s a joint responsibility of the town tixi, because they arc 
to provide the reserve limits for the school.” 

But Gibbons says he sympathizes with residents blin ked 
by overflow student parking. 

“(Residents) mi'll the areas in front of their driveways and 
curbs to park,” said Gibbons. 

While a basing system Ls in place for rural residents, 
Gibbons suggests students and parents of students that live 
in town consider whether or not they need to drive to school. 

Council and the school Ixjard will continue dialogue on the 
issue.

When a tornado threatens: 


1. Take shelter immediately, if available, 
preferably in the lower level of a sturdy 
building. 

2. Stay away from windows, doors and 
exterior walls. Flying glass is extremely 
dangerous. 

3. Don't waste time opening windows to 
keep pressure from building up in the 
house. It's unlikely to help anyway. 

4. Outdoors, with no shelter available, lie 
flat in a ditrh, ravine or other low-lying 
area, and shield your head with your arms. 

5. Don't get caught in a vehicle or mobile 
home, which the tornado can lift. Take 
shelter elsewhere or, if none is available, 
even a ditch offers Ltetter protection. 
Choose a location when* your vehicle 
won't be hurled or rolled on top of you. 


More than half of tornado deaths occur in 
mobile homes. If you live in a mobile 
home, it is wise to identify a nearby sturdy 
shelter well in advance, and go to that 
shelter when a severe storm is 
approaching. 

6. Beware of flying debris. FIven small 
objects such as sticks and straw can 
become lethal missiles. 

7. In heavy rain, be on the look out for 
flash floods. 

8. When swimming or boating, always 
head to shore at the first sight of a storm. 

9. Remember that damaged and 
weakened structures, fallen debris, 
downed electrical wires, and gas leaks are 
potential dangers after a storm has passed.

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Tornado troubles 
a risk to area

With a tornado touching down in 
Crossfield two weeks ago, and tornado 
warnings in the Carstairs to ()lds area three 
weeks ago, some locals have wondered 
about Didsbury. 

Director of Disaster Services for the Town 
of Didsbury Bob Wright, along with three 
local police officers have completed train¬ 
ing and are fully certified to identify 
extreme weather conditions, including the 
presence of a tornado, which is then phoned 
in to a provincial call station in Edmonton, 
which broadcasts emergency weather 
warnings across the television and radio. 

Wright uses a code to prove hLs phone call 
Ls legitimate, but officials still check their 
readings to ensure the report is accurate 
Ltefore placing the long-range broadcast. 

Wright says it’s important that locals fol¬ 
low the instructions that are accompanied 
by the emergency broadcast. 

“The emergency public warning system 
will usually give you guidelines or what to 
do,” he said. 

Wright says, typically it’s wise to find 
lower ground if you’re caught outside in a 
tornado, or take shelter in the basement 
underneath stairs if you’re inside. 

Emergency public warnings are also used 
for gas clogs, well leaks, and other weather- 
related emergencies. 

Having people in place to make calls and 
spread tin 1 word of a tornado occurrence is 


important, because the area tends to be 
more welcoming to these conditions 

"The Crossfield-Carstairs-Didsbury-Olds 
area comprises the southern part of 
Hailstorm Alley, so it Ls more prone to 
severe weather than many other parts of the 
province,” CFCN meteorologist Steve 
Rothfels told the Review. 

Rothfels shtsl some light on why weather 
conditions thus summer have been more 
welcoming to the potential of a tornado. 

“It Ls the weather situation on any particu¬ 
lar day that will lead to the development of 
severe weather,” he said. “So far this sum¬ 
mer, with temperatures on the warm side, 
and more humid air than usual, severe 
weather has been more likely.” 

There are a few telltale signs that a torna¬ 
do may be on its way said Rothfels. 

“To begin with, warm and humid condi¬ 
tions in the morning are a good start . If 
clouds develop beyond the towering cumu¬ 
lus stage, watch for thunder and lightening 
in approaching cumulonimbus (storm) 
clouds. There may be streaks of white 
between the cloud base and die ground, 
indicating hail,” he said. 

“If the cloud has an orangey or greerush 
tinge, it indicates very high humidity and 
good potential for hail or funnels to devel¬ 
op. And lastly, any counter-clockwise rota¬ 
tion in a cloud cell Ls a precursor to a funnel 
and possible tornado. This is a good time to 
head off the field and get under cover - 
hopefully the basement of a solid founda¬ 
tion home.”

Alberta’s prosperity transforms Canada’s economy

Economic 
power has shift¬ 
ed to the West, 
with Alberta 
playing a key 
role in this fun¬ 
damental trans¬ 
formation of the Canadian economy. 

Even people outside the West 
have started to twig on this. It’s 
about time. 

In recent years, Alberta has led 
the country on most traditional eco¬ 
nomic measurements. 

Alberta’s rate of real economic 
growth was more than double the 
national rate in 2006. It accounted 
for 30 per cent of Canada’s econom¬ 
ic growth and 27 per cent of all new 
jobs—impressive for a province 
that has about 10 per cent of 
Canada’s total population. 

Last year, the gross domestic 
product (GDP) per capita was 
$68,600 (current dollars)—$24,000 
higher than Ontario and $31,600 
higher than Quebec. 

But, the old adage “too much of a 
good thing" could be applied here. 

The Canada West Foundation says 
that another year of real growth 
approaching seven per cent is high¬ 
ly unlikely. Furthermore, growth 
rates of this magnitude are arguably 
detrimental in the long-term, given 
the resulting strains on infrastruc¬ 
ture, housing shortages, and envi¬ 
ronmental degradation. 

Downshifting to a more sustain¬ 


able rate of growth is not a bad 
thing at all. 

The good times will certainly go 
on. The Canada West Foundation is 
forecasting real growth of 4.2 per 
cent for 2007 and 3.9 per cent for 
2008, which is nothing to sneeze at. 

Likely the province will continue 
to outperform the nation. 

However, rapid growth brings its 
own challenges. 

Businesses are dealing with cost 
pressures and acute labour short¬ 
ages. Provincial and municipal gov¬ 
ernments are struggling with an 
insatiable demand for infrastructure 
and public services. 

It's easy to get complacent when 
times are good, but Alberta needs to 
set itself up to avoid the boom and 
bust cycles it has gone through in 
the past. 

Long-term economic stability and 
prosperity require a more diversi¬ 
fied economy and less reliance on 
the traditional energy sector. 

The time to take bold steps is now, 
when times are good. 

Albertans ought to do better than 
strive for more of the same. 

The Alberta government has taken 
positive steps on the diversification 
front. 

It established the Value-Added 
and Technology Commercialization 
Task Force to build on the 
province’s base of research activity, 
value-added and technology compa¬ 
nies, and promote technology com¬ 
mercialization. 

It has used its resource wealth to 
create the Alberta Ingenuity Fund to 


support science and engineering 
research in areas that will enhance 
the economy. 

While these are encouraging, 
more aggressive action is needed. 

Development of Alberta’s oilsands 
has implications for the environ¬ 
ment that cannot be ignored. 

Greenhouse gas emissions, water 
use and impact on the land are big 
issues. 

Global energy demand is not 
going down and oil and gas will con¬ 
tinue to be vital energy sources for 
the foreseeable future. But Alberta 
would be well advised to prepare 
for the time when hydrocarbons are 
not the only game in town by taking 
serious steps to become a world 
leader in energy conservation 
research and alternative energy 
development. 

The province’s recently-released 
Alberta's Integrated Energy Vision 
addresses diversity of energy 
resources, innovation, and environ¬ 
mentally responsible energy devel¬ 
opment. 

The government has allocated 
$200 million to the new Energy 
Innovation Fun to support energy 
development and environmental 
protection. 

These are encouraging develop¬ 
ments yet much more can and 
should be done. 

Alberta has the right spirit, the 
right people and the wealth to do 
great things. There is no better time 
than now.

If Sutherland is successful at keeping dogs in the posses- 
sion of their owners, it should drop the number of aggressive 
interactions. 

“I’m concerned about the number of dog bites," he said. 

Since starting duty June 18, Sutherland has dealt with four 
dog bites in town. 

Sutherland has a diploma in jxilieing, and a resume that 
includes work as a firefighter, in security, and as a park 
ranger.

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Senior Games winners

Five athletes from Didsbury took part in the Alberta Senior 
Games in Fort Saskatchewan July 26-29. 

With it being the summer games, events took place outdoors 
and away from any fans or air conditioning. 

Temperatures were scorching and seniors felt the heat. 

“It was awful hot," said Didsbury s Louis I Vide, a pitcher with 
the fourth place Zone 2 75+ Slow-pitch squad. 

Muriel Hoeft, 79, the lone Didsbury representative to medal, 
taking home bronze in the 75+ Ladies' Low Grass event also 
became familiar with the heat out on greens. 

“It was very hot, it was 34 (degrees Celsius) one day,” she said. 

But event organizers did what they could to make participants 
comfortable. 

“They were good,” said Hoeft. “Every half an hour (volun¬ 
teers) came around with bottled water. They kept us very well 
hydrated." 

Hoeft has a lengthy tradition of success during her nine-year 
reign at the games. 

The local golf guru shrugs off her bronze medal win, as not 
one of her better outings. 

She said the course was challenging, especially the greens 
that were much quicker in comparison to the ones she regular¬ 
ly plays in Didsbury. 

“It goes with the territory,” she chuckles. “You can’t always 
have what you get at home." 

But this year’s bronze medal adds to an impressive bundle of 
honours tltat include five gold medals and tluve silver medals at 
the Aliterta seniors games, and two gold medals at the Canada 
seniors games. 

Hoeft has been honing her craft for 30 years, and when asked 
how much time she spends at the course, she laughs. 

“Four or five times a week.” 

Overall the games offer the blend of a competitive-social envi¬ 
ronment tliat continues to attract seniors to the event. 

This year was Pride’s third straight appearance at the games. 

While the schedule saw hLs group face veteran city teams, 
Pride’s team faired well and enjoyed their time at the games. 

“It was exciting and we had a lot of fitn," said Pride. 

Other Didsbury competitors include Stephen Nielsen compet¬ 
ing in the 65+ Men’s Low Gross event finishing fifth overall with 
a score of 170, and William Fedyk and Adeline Fedyk, represent¬ 
ing Zone 2 in 70+ Four Player Bocce, finished eighth.

In a way, David and the other visitors are 
representing their country, which is some¬ 
thing they take pride in. 

“There are some people who see 
Mexican people as your typical lazy guy. 
Always drunk, with a hat on, and sleep¬ 
ing.” David's expression turns serious. 

“That’s really sad because that’s not 
what we are." 

The fifteen that qualified for the trip had 
to pass an interview process administered 
by the Neufelds. 

“We didn’t want anyone that just w anted 
to come for a vacation,” she said. “This trip 
is for a purpose." 

“The whole concept is, all along they 
have been asked to take on different lead¬ 
ership roles," said Shelli. 

But they have also had the chance to 
play the part of tourist, spending time at 
West Edmonton Mall, horseback riding in 
Sundre, and for many, a new experience, 
attempting to skate at the Olympic Oval in 
Calgary. 

“They were holding those chairs and 
they fell on the ice,” laughs David. 

Since arriving in Didsbury, Shelly 
summed up the schedules of the Mexican 


visitors with one word - busy. 

After opening their stay with a welcom¬ 
ing barbecue, the group wasted little time 
getting down to business. 

The next morning the Mexican youth 
serviced the underprivileged with work at 
the' Mustard Seed in Calgary. 

“We served the people who came for the 
evening meals. We cut up chicken, organ 
ized their pantry and (lid whatever we 
could do," said Shelli. 

Shelli says the reaction from youth in 
Didsbuy has been positive. 

“We almost can’t get rid of them." 

The visitors were sent on a scavenger 
hunt where they had to find a number of 
items around town including a doily. 

“They don’t know what the word doily is 
because it was written in English, so they 
had to ask someone what it was and figure 
it out from there." 

“The Canadian youth ask ‘can we go on 
that with them?’ They are really enjoying 
it." 

Jessica Steckley of Carstairs is hosting 
one of the Mexican youth during their stay. 

“It’s been interesting. She knows a little 
bit of English, so you do a lot of gesturing, 
and find other ways to show her things," 



she said. “They don’t like to ask you for a 
lot of things, and they are very polite." 

The Mexican youth group stayed at rural 
residences east and west of Didsbury, but 
many resided in town. 

David will not be returning to Mexico 
with the others, and will stay in Didsbury 
for an extended period, working as a vol¬ 
unteer in various capacities.
